The 

Big 

Beet 


(By Mark Austin) 

The beets should be thinned just 
as soon as they are large enough 
and the work completed ns fast ns 
possible, always leaving in good 
condition the largest and strong¬ 
est and most healthy plants to 
raise the orop, as small plants at 
binning time are undoubtebly 
small plants at harvest time. The 
beets should be left about 12 inches 
apart in the rows, varying slightly 
to suit the soil conditions to get 
the best possible results. The re¬ 
sults obtained by our most success¬ 
ful growers and ourselves over a 
long period of years has demon¬ 
strated this fact. The tables 
which we have published in relat¬ 
ion to this matter of the results 
obtained by our growers and ex¬ 
perimental patches clearly indicate 
the importance of not only seour 
ing a good stand at time of har 
vest. 1 suggest that our growers 
who haven’t given this matter 
careful thought aud who haven’t 
given personal supervision to their 
thinning, do so this season, wheth¬ 
er it is being dono by their family 
or by hired help. The farmers 
could well aflbrd to be right in the 
field counting the number of beets 
per ouo hundred foot, and examin¬ 
ing the kind of plants that are 
being left to raise the crop. It is 
impossible to correct the work 
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•Iter the thinning 1ms been done. 

It it very important to nee to it | 
that the beets do not get tt>o large 
before thinned. The surplus 
plants take out the plant food and 
the moisture from the soil and in¬ 
jure the plants that are left, and 
reduce the tonnage materially, 
hence the necessity of making pro¬ 
visions for the labor so that the 
work can be done at the right 
time. If it is impossible to keep up 
with the work on account of the 
rapUT growth of the beets on large 
fields, then it would pay to take 
a long bandied hoe of the right 
width and block the beets, taking 
out the major parts of the surplus 
plants, and then the balance of the 
thinning can be done a little later. 
In this way much of the loss that 
would otherwise occur will be sav¬ 
ed. 

If the 1 iccts are exceedingly 
thick in the row they may be har¬ 
rowed crosswise just prior to thin¬ 
ning, before they got to large. 
That will take out some of the 
smaller surplus plauts, and th# 
small weeds and pulverize the soil 
and encourage the growth of the 
beets. It will make the beets thin 
better and the soil will hold the 
moiiture longer. This should nev¬ 
er be done, however, except in 
cases whore there is a full and 
thick stand of beets, so there will 
be an abundance of beets left of 
good quality for the growing of 
the crop. This is especially help¬ 
ful if you happen to be a little 
short of labor and unable to get it 
to keep up with the work. 

Many growers have been care- j 
ful in thinning and have secured 
good results. For the benefit of 
ail we give again the table show¬ 
ing what a good stand means.

The world scroll upon which is inscribed the names of men and women 
who have rendered distinguished service to the cause of humanity contains 
no name more worthy of such recognition than that of Henri Dunant, the 
centenary of whose birth in Geneva, Switzerland, was observed throughout 
the world on May 8th, of this year, and who lived to the ripe old age of 82 
years. 

What service did Henri Dunant render to mankind entitling him to this 

honor ? 

As a young man of 31 years, Dunant, author and philosopher, ivas travel¬ 
ling for pleasure in the summer of 1859 in Northern Italy, and happened 
to arrive in the neighborhood of Solferino just at the conclusion of the battle 
which is known by that name, and which was waged between the Austrians 
under Francis Joseph II. and tlie Allied French and Sardinians. The opposing 
forces were of about equal strength, the total of men engaged being some¬ 
thing over 300,000. The armies met in the early morning and fought a san¬ 
guinary conflict until about two o’clock in the afternoon, when the Austrians 
were forced to retire. For so short a battle the losses were large, totalling 
In killed, wounded, and missing almost 40,000. 

Upon such a scene of carnage came Henri Dunant accidentally in the 
course of his journey for pleasure. Suffering and dying soldiers left on the 
field filled the air with their cries and groans, but there was no organized 
rare for them. His deepest sympathies stirred for these fellowmen, who but 
a few hours before were in the pride of health and strength. Henri Dunant 
organized the neighboring villagers who did what little they could to cope 
with the gigantic task of ministering to those whose lives might still be 
saved. 

Hut Henri Dunant did more. The vivid and terrible scenes he had wit¬ 
nessed so impressed themselves upon his mind that a year or two later he 
published his experiences in a small volume entitled "Un Souvenir de Sol¬ 
ferino” (A Remembrance of Solferino), in which he advocated the forma¬ 
tion of voluntary organizetions to aid the army authorities in carrying out 
the national obligation cf caring for the sick and wounded in future cam¬ 
paigns. 

The result was the organization of the great world-wide Red Cross 

Society. 

In this day and generation, with the events of the Great World War still 
fresh in mind. It is unnecessary to attempt any review of this international 
neutral, humanitarian organization.. Sufficient it is to say that probably no 
other organization in the world’s history has a finer record of achievement, 
or so completely commands the confidence and support of all peoples. The 
Red Cross flag an l insignia is known and respected everywhere as a sign 
of absolute neutrality among w'arring nations, and the highest standurd of 
self-sacrificing service to all suffering humanity. 

Originated for service to the sick and wounded of armies in time of war, 
its amazingly efficient organization and outstanding service during the Great 
War so Impressed the statesmen of the world confronted with nil the diffi¬ 
culties of after-the-war reconstruction of a well-nigh bankrupt civilization, 
lhat the Trace Conference at Versailles unanimously called upon the Red 
Cross throughout the world to remain organized and active, and undertake 
u comprehenrive peace-time work among the civilian populations. 

To the Red Cross, therefore, the creation of Henri Dunant, was accorded

Record Building Activity 


Faces Carved On Build 


Building and construction contracts 
awarded in Canada during the month 
of April, 1928. totalled $56,345,800 in 
value, the largest total for any month 
ever recorded except for May. 1926, 
when $57,139,700 worth of new work 
was contracted for. During April this 
year, $116,962,300 was the total of 
contemplated work fo rthe Dominion. 
This total is the largest ever recorded 
for any month without exception. 

The accumulative contracts award¬ 
ed total for the first four months of 
the year is surprisingly large com¬ 
pared with previous years. It now 
stands at $125,647,100.

Faces of living men are carved in 
stone on the new million-pound build¬ 
ing of the Imperial Chemical Indus¬ 
tries nearing completion at Westmin¬ 
ster Exchange. 

One of the faces is that of the head 
of the concern, Sir Alfred Mond. All 
the other carvings are said to be ex¬ 
cellent likenesses of many men promi¬ 
nent in the chemical world. 

The sculpture around the building 
also includes figures of peacocks, 
which are said to be there as a sym¬ 
bol of 'incorruptibility, following the 
ancient tradition that the flesh of the 
peacock is incorruptible.

Co-Operative Wool Marketing 

During Ten Years Of Operation More 
Than Thirty-Six Million Pounds 
Were Handled 

More than 36,000.000 pounds of 
wool have been handled by the Cana¬ 
dian Co-operative Wool Growers, 
Ltd., Toronto, during the ten years 
that it has been operating. This as¬ 
sociation is a sales agency serving 
the provincial and local associations 
in the provinces of Canada from 
Nova Scotia to British Columbia. 
Wool of the 1927 clip was assembled 
by 16 local associations and delivered 
to the larger organizations for mar¬ 
keting. The 1927 receipts consisted of 
3,636,315 pounds of wool and 11,939 
pounds of pelts. Of this amount 41 
per cent, came from Alberta, and 18 
per cent, from Ontario. Manitoba, and 
Saskatchewan together furnished 18 
per cent of the total quantity. 

In addition to marketing wool the 
association has handled sacks, twine, 
stockman’s supplies, and manufac¬ 
tured woollens. Total sales of these 
side lines for 1927 amounted to 
673.

Sheep Prospects Good 


Production On tlio InrrrnM A* n 
Itenult Ot Prosperity Of the 
Industry 

The outlook for sheep raising for 
ttie present year Is regarded us en¬ 
couraging by the Live Stock Commis¬ 
sioner, according to the Meat Trndc 
Review of 1027. issued by the Live 
Stock Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa. PrtklucUon is 
known to be on the increase as a re¬ 
sult of the prosperity of the industry 
during the past few years. The pro¬ 
motion work being done for the 
sheep industry by the Live Stock 
Branch us well as the various provin¬ 
cial live stock organisations has been 
very effective during the past few 
years and sheep fairs and sales are 
now a more or less permanent insti¬ 
tution in certain parts of the country. 
The initial investment in breeding 
stock fortunately does not call for a 
very heavy Outlay in cash and the 
excellent assistance and advice being 
provided through tiie Sheep (Hubs and 
in other ways Is aiding in stimulat¬ 
ing an interest in the raising of mar¬ 
ket sheep. This is true particularly 
in the older parts of the country but 
it is also true fro some extent over 
the prairies. 


Causes 11 Per Cent. Of Crashes 
According To Investigation 
By Expert 

“Does speeding cause most acci¬ 
dents?*’ is a question that just now is 
causing considerable discussion 
among people interested in safety on 
the streets and highways and in 
means of lessening the munber of ac¬ 
cidents. Though some ardent pre- 
veulionists are contending that speed¬ 
ing is not playing such an important 
part in increasing the number of mo¬ 
tor accidents, it is declared by K. L 
Fordney. who has made a t pcclal 
study ot the subject, that .»pced is a 
contributing factor in accidents caus¬ 
ed by motor vehicles, lie says that 
reports received from score3 of com¬ 
munities throughout the United 
States show that out of J 1,070 motor¬ 
ists involved in accidents irvit year. 
1.970 motor vehicle o : icra*or 3 were 
exceeding the speed limit when the 
crash tool; place. This number consti¬ 
tutes approximately eleven per cent. 
Only two other circumstance-* “skid¬ 
ding" and “did not have right-of- 
way" were reported more frequent- 

a 

ly than speeding. It was pointed out. 
also, that in many of the skidding 
cases, the accidents may have arisen 
out of excess speed. 

In addition to the accidents charg¬ 
ed directly to illegal speed, it is 
claimed that many other accidents 
would not have occurred had not the 
drivci been going too fast for the 
conditions existing at tlie time. Many 
of tiie cases of contesting the right- 
of-way, cutting corners and other 
common infractions would not have 
resulted in collisions if the drivers 
had kept their cars under control 


And Natural Conditions For Re¬ 
production Most Favorable 
Says Chief Forester 

The per cnptta area of timber 
tracts in British Columbia is far in! 
excess of that of Europe and natural 
conditions for reproduction are more 
favorable. 

This was shown by Mr. 1*. Z. Cav- 
erhlll, chief forester of British Col¬ 
umbia, addressing the Canadian For¬ 
estry Association, B.C. branch. 

The speaker dealt chiefly with the 
methods of forest perpetuation ns 
employed In British Columbia knd 
European countries. 

• Mr. Cavorhill defined the conduc-1 
tlon of forestry and timber "opera¬ 
tions as being a combination of 
economics. botany, sentlmcnmlity 
and transportation "and then some." 

A tabulation shown by the speaker 
on the screen revealed that the per 
capita area of B.C. forest tracts ex¬ 
ceeded that of Finland, the largest; 
producer In Europe, by about ten¬ 
fold. 

In a recent visit to the various 
timber producing European countries. 
Mr. Cavorhill observed the sparse 
growth in many ol the most impor¬ 
tant supply areas. • 

While the area of forests in British 
Columbia was far In excess of any 
found in Europe, still another "germ 
of a new generation of trees’* was 
being noted here, he added. 

In a recent survey by his depart -1 
ment it was revealed that 100,000 
acres of Douglas flr was fast ap¬ 
proaching maturity. This was only a 
pari of the timber wealth of the pro¬ 
vince. the speaker declared. 

Conditions for growth in British 
Columbia were more favorable than 
those prevailing in Europe, he point¬ 
ed out. This was evidenced in a com¬ 
parison of lodgepolc pine stands ir» 
Finland and British Columbia, both 
of which had been planted fourteen 
years ago with Montana seeds. 

The British Columbia stand hud 
reached twenty feet in height, us 
compared with the 12 -foot stand of 
(he Finland trees. 

This variety of tree was destined 
to become an important part of the 
industry in lhe province, the speaker 
believed, as it Is utillzcctochlcfly for 
the manufacture of railway ties, of 
! which the province produces three and 
a half billion annually, at a value ot 

• between 11! uiuJ 15 cents per tie. 


Production Is Still Far Behind tho 
Steadily Increasing Dome* tic 
Market 

In a recent analysis of the nrtlflcinl 
or rayon silk industry, tho Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior, through its Na¬ 
tural Resources Intelligence Service, 
states that small though the produc¬ 
tion may be, the Industry is growing 
rapidly and output will possibly b« 
trebled In the near future. It Is point¬ 
ed out that Canada ho lets a pre-emi¬ 
nent position In the world us a pro¬ 
ducer of the raw’ product rayon 
pulp, and that In fact over half the 
world’s requirements of this material 
is produced In Cunada. 

Two processes are in use in Canada 
for the production of rayon; the vis¬ 
cose process and tho cellulose acetate 
process. The hulk of Uic writ Id's ray¬ 
on supply has so far been produced 
by the viscose method in which tbo 
raw material is bleached sulphite 
wood pulp, in the supply of which 
Canada predominates. The first arti¬ 
ficial silk plant established in Canada 
uses the viscose process; at present 
a large addition being erected to 
this plant will double its output. The 
second plant which Is Just about to 
get into production of artificial silk 
uses the cellulose acetate process in 
which tho principal raw material is 
cotton linters. It is notable how¬ 
ever that large quantities of acetic 
acid manufactured in Canada will ho 
used in this industry and that it will 
be a large user of Canadian hydro¬ 
electric energy. There is also hope 
that In time methods will be worked 
oul to apply the cellulose acetate 
process in the treatment of wood 
pulp, thus utilizing Canadian raw 
materials entirely. 

That there is an excellent outlook 
for the rayon industry in Canada is 
evident from the fact that production 
is still far from catching up with the 
steadily increasing domestic require¬ 
ments. Recent trade statistics for the 
calendar year 1927 show imports of 
rayon and its products amounting to 
$7.112,000 compared with $5,500,000 
in 1920. There have been no exports 
so fni of Canadian rayon yarn, but 
when the Industry has been expanded 
sufficiently to take rare of domestic 
requirements, there Is little doubt 
! thut Canada will be heard from in 
\vorld trade in this most useful tex¬ 
tile. 


Question is One Of Very Great 
importance To Producers 

Toe question of dirty eggs is one 
which should be given more attention 
l»\ producers if they are to realize 
the lx» 3 t prices for their product. This 
»•* the opinion of Mr. C. 1\ Rhodes, 
of IV Burns ik Company, Ndmouton. 

Mr. Rhodes, who has lmd wide ex¬ 
perience with egg marketing in tho 
West, slates that at this season of 
the year the eggs which grade Scc- 
»»:kLs and bring low returns to pro¬ 
ducers on* comprise*! chiefly of a 
dirty and soiled product. The elimin¬ 
ation of those dirty eggs, which is 
quite possible by proper cure ami 
management of the flock, would mean 
u much greater revenue. 

\n an Instance of the very great 
« il-*i t which dirty eggs are having on 
egg grading at this time of the sea- 
on. Mr. Rhodes presented a compar¬ 
ative statement of the grading of the 
f.'.gs received by his firm in tiie last 
nock of February with the week end¬ 
ing \pril 21 st. In the former week the 
, ••co'pls showed 22 per cent. Extras. 
‘*.t per cent. Firsts, and 10 per cent. 
Seconds, while in the hitter week 
there were only f> per cent. Extras. 
50 per cert. Firsts, and 34 per cent. 
Seconds. 

"The increase in the percenage of 
Seconds and the decrease in the per-1 
centage of the better grades," stated 
Mr. Rhodes, "is due almost entirely to 
dirty eggs. These two weeks’ cand¬ 
ling reports show a difference of 24 
per cent in the percentage of Sec¬ 
onds and this affects the value of 
eggs very materially. 

“It is unfortunate that this pet tent¬ 
age of dirty eggs is heaviest during 
‘tie season of heaviest production and 
tit a lime when otherwise the o:trs 
show a very good quality. Later in 
the season there are a lot of Seconds 
because tiie eggs are affected by hot 
weather and we get a lot of stale and 
shrunken eggs, but at this season of 
tiie year a large percentage of these 
Seconds arc dirty eggs and the bal¬ 
ance of them arc made up mostly of 
t»mull eggs. 

‘"The washed egg also," states Mr. 
Rhodes, "is a very serious proposition 
as it is a well known fact that these 
eggs will not keep when placed in 
storage. Washed eggs deteriorate 
very rapidly and must be used with¬ 
in a very short time or they arc 
worthless.’’

10.090 Bushels Of Seed (iruln

Approximately 40,000 bushels of 
registered Marquis wheat and Victory 
nnd Banner oats were cleaned, grad¬ 
ed, registered and marketed by the 
Provincial Cleaning and Grading 
Plant at Edmonton, Alberta, during 
the past winter.

Women Are Recognized As Snell 
When Taxes Are To Be Paid 

As the courts now interpret the 
British North America Act. a woman 
is not a "qualified person" to sit in 
tho Canadian Senate. 

But a woman is a "person.” She is 
even a "qualified person" when it 
conies to paying federal income taxes. 
Any woman with a taxable income 
could demonstrate tho fact by refus¬ 
ing to pay. The courts would soon 
tell her that she is a person, and lia¬ 
ble. 

The old Income War Tax defined a 
person as a person, which was a par¬ 
ticularly bright idea. It added, htfw- 
ever, that the term included groups 
of persons as well. The bald that 
"Person means any individual or per¬ 
son or any syndicate," etc. it might 
have been in somebody’s mind tnat a 
man was a person and u woman an 
individual. But at any rate, women 
were liable to the tax and are still 
liuble today, although tiie Act only 
taxes "persons.” There is no longer 
an attempt to define that word, ex¬ 
cept to point out that it includes cer¬ 
tain groups, such as bodies corporate.

Now n very probable source of this 
trouble is a general disturbance from 
some constitutional dlseaao associat- 1 
ed with high temperatures, such as, 
scarlet fever, measles, or chicken pox., 
Occasionally this disturbam e is so ^ 
great as to totally destroy Hie tooth; 
germ, but more olten it merely af- j 
fects the tooth structure as describ¬ 
ed above. 

But there aro two general diseases ; 
that, in particular affect tooth struc¬ 
ture and tooth eruption. 

Of these rickets is a disease of faul¬ 
ty nutrition and it is worthy of note 
that it is a disease not only of the 
very poor who are denied proper and 
sufficient food, but of tho rich, who 
have an abundance of food but of an 
improper kind. 

The characteristic affections of the 
teeth from rickets are these; the de¬ 
ciduous teeth erupt late and, in the 
more extreme cases, there is a gen¬ 
eral deformity of the skull and jaws; 
moreover, these teeth are lost early, 
whilst the permanent teeth in turn 
; erupt late; the result is, faulty or 
mal occlusion. Moreover, the teeth 
themselves are structurally affected, 
being bluish, sparse and somewhat 
tapering. 

The other disease, more or less spe¬ 
cifically related to tooth mal-forma- 
tion'is tuberculosis. 

A child suffering from tuberculosis 
will erupt both the deciduous and 
permanent teeth early; but the root of 
the deciduous tooth is not absorbed 
as it should be, with the resultant 
! mal position of the succeeedlng per¬ 
manent teeth.
